S a n F r a n c isc o, January 3d.— The meet­ 
ing of the Grape-growers’ and W ine­ 
makers’ Association of California com­ 
menced at the Grand Hotel to-day. In the 
absence oí the President I. deT urk ofSanta 
Kosa was elected to preside at the meeting. 
John T. Doyle made a speech on the sub­ 
ject of Congressional legislation. He said : 
"It is known, probably to all, that the leg­ 
islation which failed last year—I do not 
speak of the pure-wine bill, that made no 
advance at all—but beside that there was a 
fractional gallon bill, to which there was 
an amendm ent giving authority to use pure 
brandy made from grapes to fortify wines, 
free of tax, which passed the Senate in that 
shape, was rejected in the House and 
finally was passed by a Committee of 
Conference, reported, with this proviso, 
that the 
liberty 
to 
fortify, free 
o f1 
tax, should only be conceded in favor 
of wines 
that 
were to 
be exported. 
1’pon that our members of Congress, who 
were not perfectly instructed in the details 
of our wants, telegraphed and wrote to 
know 
what to 
do. 
Some gentlemen 
here decided that if they were not per­ 
mitted to fortify all wines it was better to 
kill the bill, and this was accordingly done. 
Subsequently many of us came to the con­ 
clusion that this was a mistake. The basis 
of our conclusion was that a comparison 
of the am ount of wine exported and that 
consumed in the country showed that 
only about one million 
gallons 
were 
used here to some twenty or Iweutv-five 
million gallons that could be exported.” 
He insisted that it was necessary, to secure 
the trade of South America, to give them 
15 per cent, of alcohol. He presented for 
sampling a bottle of Barbera wine from 
Italy, which, he claimed, was only equal 
to a low grade of our Zinfandel, and yet 
sold,-when new, for 35 to 45 cents per 
gallon. He offered the following resolu­ 
tions : 
Resulted, T h at th e in creased an d increasing 
product o f w ine an d th e d eclin e in prices re n d e r 
it h ig h ly im p o rtan t to e n larg e th e m a rk e t for 
C alifornia w ines, a n d th a t w e urge o n o u r dcle- 
atio n in C ongress an e arn est effort to secure 
exem p tio n from ta x o f p u re g rane b ra n d ; used 
in fo rtifjin g sw eet w ines. 
Resolved, T h at w h ile w e desire th e p rlv ile g e of 
fortifyiug p u re w in e w ith p u re g rape spirits, 
tree o f in te rn a l revenue ta x . w e are o f opinion 
th a t if th a t p rivilege can n o t be o b tain ed for all 
purposes, o u r delegation in C ongress should use 
its efforts to secure th e p riv ileg e o f so fortifying 
for ex p o rtatio n ; a n t th a t a m easure conceding 
th e la tte r p rivilege sh o u td no t be antagonized 
m erely because it fails to give us all w e ask. 
Mr. Doyle accepted an amendm ent to in­ 
sert the word “sweet.” so that the privilege 
of fortifying would apply to “ pure sw ;et 
wines.” 
He urged the adoption of the res­ 
olution in the most earnest manner, claim­ 
ing that the privilege of fortifying free of 
tax was absolutely necessary to the exporta­ 
tion of our wines. 
M. M. Estee said that we were all in favor 
of the tir3t resolution, and he was in favor 
of both, with a slight amendm ent in the 
phraseology, which was accepted by Mr. 
Doyle. W ithout desiring to obtrude his 
political opinions, he said that if the Presi­ 
dent’s proposition that the tariff on luxur­ 
ies be stricken off is to prevail, then the 
resolutions would do no good any way, and 
they might as well give up wine-making 
in California. 
H e favored the appoint­ 
m ent of a committee which could act in 
executive session relative to the local, do­ 
mestic and foreign interests of the wine­ 
makers. 
The resolutions were finally adopted and 
the Secretary instructed to forward copies 
to our Representatives in Congress. 
Mr. Estee moved that a committee of 
twelve be appointed to take into consider­ 
ation the future of the grape and wine in­ 
dustries of this State, ami to formulate such 
action as may be necessary for the protec­ 
tion of those industries, to be reported at 
them eetingof the Association in March. 
The resolution was unanim ously adopted.

Senator Stanford and C. P. Huntington inter-; 
viewed on the railroad question. 
Large quantities of coal are now being moved i 
by way of the Ohio river.

Owing to storms in all directions east of Utah 
and New Mexico, last night's Eastern and Euro­ 
pean dispatches were quite meager.

CHINESE RESTRICTION. 
A year ago it was reported officially that 
Secretary Bayard was negotiating with 
China, through its Minister at Washing­ 
ton, for a modification of our treaties with 
that nation, with a view to making more 
effective the restriction laws of this Gov­ 
ernment. 
That negotiation unquestion­ 
ably served to make Congress less solicit­ 
ous to legislate concerning restriction. 
Word now comes from the President him­ 
self, that the negotiations were abruptly 
broken off last spring by the Minister, who, 
without any explanation abruptly left 
Washington, in the midst of the corre­ 
spondence. Tlit Inference is that Chináis 
disinclined to consider the subject further 
But the President expresses the intention 
to have negotiations opened tip anew. lie 
may meet with no better success. The 
Chinese Government has of late mani­ 
fested a disposition to let matters rest 
where they are, and not to second any 
activity looking to restriction of the emi­ 
gration of its subjects to the United States. 
Mr. Mitclicll on the 12th of December 
introduced a bill in the Senate to abrogate 
the treaties with China, and that measure 
therefore becomes of special interest. The 
bill is a very long one. It proposes abro­ 
gation so far as the treaties permit the 
coming of Chinese to the United States, 
and the repeal of the Acts permitting such 
immigration, and to prohibit the coming 
of Chinese excepting only diplomatic, con­ 
sular and other officers. 
The preamble recites that the indiscrim 
inate influx of Chinese is“pernicious to the 
peace, domestic tranquillity and general 
welfare" of this Government. The bill 
after declaring the abrogation, proceeds to 
prohibit the incoming of more Chinese, or 
the returning of those who leave the 
United States. It provides severe punish­ 
ment for the masters of vessels who bring 
Chinese. Those Chinese entitled under 
the Act to enter are to l>e certified by the 
Chinese or other Government from which 
they come, and great particularity is re- 
quirtsl in these certificates, and they are 
to be the sole evidence to establish the 
right of entry into the United States. 
11 is made a pens 1 offense to forge certifi­ 
cates, or to substitute any other name for 
the one original v written in the certifi 
cate. Shipmasters are to report to Col 
lectors of American [torts, their lists of 
Chinese • .issengers prior to their landing. 
The Collectors are to examine the certifi­ 
cates prior to landing, and establish the 
identity of their owners. Punishment is 
provided for? those who aid Chinese to 
come inty the country in violation of the 
\ tr. NY here Chinese arc found unlaw­ 
fully in the country they are to be re­ 
moved at the cost of this Government and 
all peace officers to that end are to be in­ 
vested with the authority of a United 
States Marshal. It is provided that no 
Court of any State or of the United States 
shall admit Chinese to citizenship. It is a 
drastic measure and it is improbable that 
it will pass, hut it may serve to give us 
such legislation as the situation demands, 
and possibly to lead the proposed negotia­ 
tions for modification of the Chinese treat­ 
ies to some definite satisfactory results. 
A TIMELY PROTEST. 
The San Francisco Chronicle utters a hot 
protest against cigarette pictures. At first 
the cigarette manufacturers put into the 
packages portraits of popular actresses, bu 
these were not what the cigarette pur. 
chasers desired, for they were modest por­ 
traits. The portraits were then selected 
from the dives, and the pictures were made 
full-length views of immodest women in 
immodest attire and postures. The result 
has been that the sale of the cigarette 
packages has enormously increased, be­ 
cause the cultivation of vicious Listes en­ 
larges the class of purchasers who buy> 
simply to secure the lewd pictures. The 
protestof our contemporary is timely. The 
sale of these articles, as it says, is de­ 
basing. 
The evil of such vile and lewd pictures circu­ 
lating with perfect ircedom among boys—and 
sometimes, it may be feared, among girls—can­ 
not be overestimated or overstated. Children 
are only too quick to receive impressions, espe- , 
daily it they are ti the direction of matters for­ 
bidden them, aud the barriers of puritv and 
modesty which tender parental care aud 'pains­ 
taking education have reared about them are 
first undermined and then swept away alto­ 
gether by the tiood of vice which finds its 
source and fountain-head in just such things as 
these pictures. 
But when the K lvoiu i-U nion entered a 
similar protest against the lewd police 
gazette and Hash pa[>cr filthy illustrations 
that news-dealers display in windows, on 
bulletin boards and suspended across the 
public highways, we remember that we 
were told by certain upright people and 
papers that we were advertising the sheets 
and calling attention to them, and thus 
augmenting the evil condemned. The il­ 
logical and unreasonable character of such 
criticism is apparent to every thoughtful 
person. The Chronicle, it may as well I>e 
said, is now advertising the cigarette evit, 
because it protests against it, and informs 
those of vicious tastes where their impure 
desires will meet response. Any such re- 
joiuder would be silly, yet it would be on 
all-fours with that made to the Recori»- 
l n io n on several occasions when it has 
pointed out gross public evils and indi­ 
cated their specific character. So far as 
the cigarette lewd pictures are concerned, 
that are having upon youth such a de­ 
bauching influence, we believe it is v.-ithin 
the power of municipal legislation to pro­ 
hibit their sale; and if not, the present 
law of the State is sufficient to meet the 
«vil. W hat is needed is to bring the offi­ 
cers of the law up to a fair comprehension 
of their duty in the premises. The “cru­ 
sade" the Chronicle invites all men and 
Journals to join, should begin against neg­ 
ligent officials.

T he argument submitted by Attorney- 
General Garland to the Supreme Court of 
the United States in the Chinese habeas 
corpus case, is conclusive. It hinges after 
all upon one [joint, one that we submit is 
unanswerable in reason, whatever the at­ 
torneys for the Chinese procurers mav 
reply—because the attempt to enter the 
country is made by those of whom a certi­ 
ficate of right to land is demanded, hut 
which is not produced, it does not follow 
that they are restrained of their liberty. 
That is to say, refusal to permit an alien 
to enter the country is not deprivation of 
liberty. If this is not law, it is at least 
sound reason. 
A w r it e r in the North American Review, 
among other terse sentences, describes the 
President’s tarifl scheme as a proposal to 
open free of charge the greatest and most 
profitable market in the world to foreign­ 
ers, who are to liear no part in the cost of 
managing free institutions.

New York, January 1st.—Senator Stan­ 
ford said to-day be hud not read the report 
of the Pacific Railroad Investigating Com­ 
mission, but to an interviewer he said : 
“By accepti ng the Act of Congress of 1802, we 
became contractors with the Government 
to build a road from Sacramento eastward, 
and the Government loaned us $25,000,000 
in bonds. Upon the completion of the 
road from Sacramento to Ogden, we bound 
ourselves to return the obligation, partly in 
cash and partly in service. The Supreme 
Court has declared this to be a contract. 
We have paid in our cash and service. The 
obligation has yet several years to run. 
There has never been any question but that 
we have performed every obligation we owe 
the Government, nor has the Government 
intimated that we have not.” 
THE CONTRACT FULFILLED. 
“But how was it that over $100,000,000 was 
made out of $27,000,000 for which the 
Government has received, as is claimed, no 
satisfaction ?” 
“ That is the sheerest nonsense. If we 
have realized $¡00.000,000 out of the road it 
is nobody's business but ours, so long as we 
have faithfully fulfilled our contract with 
the Government ; but we couldn't very 
well make $100,000.000 out of $27.000,­ 
000. We constructed the road at more than 
double the cost of bonds received from the 
Government. It is true that a great deal of 
capital was paid in by the way of subscrip­ 
tions, but the road was built on the stock 
and bonds. 
It was of little moment 
whether or not any money was paid in by 
subscription, so long as the company ob­ 
served all its obligations.” 
THE CANADIAN PACIFIC 
“ W hat services to the Government, in 
your opinion, has the Central Pacific not 
yet fulfilled?” 
“ Not one, in fact. We are supposed to 
do what the Government asks of us until 
our contract expires. When the scientific 
e> pedition is sent abroad via the Canadian 
Pacific and Vancouver, and when goods 
are sent through Canada from the Fnited 
States to reach San Francisco in violation 
of the interstate commerce law, I say when 
the Government permits this, it cannot te 
very anxious for our railroads’ service, and 
yet such is the case. We have carried few 
troops, yet the construction of our road 
through the Indian Territory has done 
much to make warlike preparations un­ 
necessary. We stand ready to rulfill any 
obligation called for in our contract. If it 
continues to see lit not to ask anything of 
us, why our service is fulfilled just the 
same, is it not ?" 
THE c o m m issio n ’s REPORT. 
“ W hat will Congress do with the Com­ 
mission’s report?” 
“ That is more than I know. Governor 
Pattison insists that our charter shall be 
annulled. The other two Commissioners 
thiuk the bond and mortgage scheme 
would suit them better. I guess the job to 
annul our charter will be a big one. I 
would like to have a court appointed to 
consider the equities between the Govern­ 
ment and the Central Pacific Company, as 
provided by the Act of Congress of March 
last. As a matter of fact, we finished the 
road in 1869, while the contract required 
us to complete it before 1876 It was7 built 
during the war, at twice the amount it 
would have cost had we watted until 1876 
before completing it. We therefore saved 
the Government $7 000,000 annually, or 
$49,000,000 in the aggregate. 1 may be"mis­ 
taken, but I hardly think Congress will 
coincide with all the committee’s recom­ 
mendations. 1 do not apprehend that we 
shall suffer very severely from the investi­ 
gation.” 
REMARKS OF MR. HUNTINGTON. 
C. P. Huntington was also interviewed, 
and said, referring to the severe criticisms 
of the Central Pacific Railroad : “ It should 
be remembered that the Government 
offered certain inducements to anybody 
who might build a railroad across the con­ 
tinent. The statute expressly staled what 
the Government would give, and I am not 
aware that we are cliarged with taking 
more than we were entitled to. We did 
not take everything the statute gave us. 
The Government is still indebted to the 
company. The cost of tlie road to us is 
nobody's business. We engaged to build a 
road according to tiic offer of the Govern­ 
ment and wo built it. Another thing 
ought not to be forgotten," Mr. Hunting­ 
ton continued, “the Government afterward 
gave to aid other lines, one north and the 
other south, more than it gave and loaned 
altogether to us. It must have known its 
security on our property wa3 not improved 
by this action. I personally urged promi­ 
nent men at the East to join us in building 
the Central Pacific. They refused so great 
a risk. We built the ruad, and if it was a 
profitable undertaking other men might 
have done the same thing if they bad had 
the courage.” 


AN EXCELLENT SHOYYIXC. 
Th« Hooks of tli« M ate .Agricultural So­ 
ciety Found Correct. 
Some time ago, says the Stockton Inde­ 
pendent. Director Finigan of the State Ag­ 
ricultural Society, who quatreied with ¡Le 
popular Secretary, Ed. Smith, demanded 
an examination of the Secretary’s books 
and financial transactions, probably in the 
hope that something might be found to 
give cause for Sm ith's lemoval from the 
office that he fills with such general satis­ 
faction. President Sliippee selected J. M. 
LaRne. Secretary of the San Joaquin Val­ 
ley Society, and Arthur YV. Bell, the well- 
known accountant, as experts to go over 
Mr. Sm ith’s records for several years past. 
The experts returned home yesterday after 
several weeks' work in Sacramento, and re­ 
port that Smith’s accounts are correct, and 
that his books are in excellent condition, 
showing excellent care and skillfulness on 
his parr. The experts went over the Secre­ 
tary’s work for seven years past and found 
but one mistake in money matters, which 
only amounted to forty cents. 
Messrs. La Rue and Bell say that Secre­ 
tary Smith is a model officer, and is entitled 
to credit for his efficient work in such a re­ 
sponsible position. Those who know the 
genial Secietary will be ¡'leased to learn 
that he has made this latest record in his 
business career.

T h e W eath er. 
The rainfall by the Signal Service reports 
for January was 2.30 inches, distributed as 
follows : 
January 1st, .20 of an inch ; Jan­ 
uary 2d, .04 of an inch ; nights of January 
2d and 3d, 1 40 inches. 
This gives 4 80 
inches for this season, as follows : Septcm- 
b'r, 1887, .02 o f an inch; Oc ober, 1887, 
none; 
November, 1887, .45 of an inch; 
December, 1887, 2.09 inches: Januaiy to 
date, 2.30 inches—making 4 80 inches for 
this season,as against 3.10 inches lo a n 
equal date last year. 
This season is 1.76 
inches ahead of last year. 
The barometer is now rising, with north­ 
erly winds and pleasant weather. 
The 
wind on Monday evening was blowing 
from 25 to 30 m iles per hour from the 
sootheast. 
The average temperature on Monday 
was 49°, being 3° warmer thau the normal 
for that day. 
The highest and lowest tem ­ 
perature was 54° and 42°, with brisk and 
high southerly wind and weather raining. 
The average temperature yesterday was 48° 
—being 3° warmer than the normal for 
that day. 
The highest and lowest temper­ 
ature was 5G: and 44°, with fresh and gentle 
westerly winds during the day, and fresh 
northerly at n ig h t; 
weather clear and 
pleasant. 


T he R iver. 
A ll day long yesterday a large number of 
persons were at the river front gazing at 
the ruddy rippling of the river. 
Some 
vowed that there was more mud than 
water, while others stuck to the decision 
that the foam, which floated by in large 
flakes, was snow or the contents of some 
brewery. At 10.30 a . m. yesterday the gauge 
indicated thirteen feet two inches, and at 
12:30 r. m. marked fifteen feet, a rise of nearly 
two feet in two hours, at a rate of an inch 
in every five minutes. 
At 0 p. m. it marked 
sixteen feet nine inches, and was still 
rising rapidly. 
Drift wood is coming down 
in large quantities and is being gathered 
by men in boats. 
The American is feed­ 
ing the Sacramente at a lively rate, and as 
usual at the first heavy rains, the river pre­ 
sents a dirty, vellowisb-brown color. 
The 
effect of the’ rains at Redding, Red B iaff and 
vicinity has not reached here yet, hut it 
will no doubt be felt to-day.

citizen of the United States who shall come 
by steam or sail vessel from a foreign port 
to any port within the United States. 
The 
said duty shall be paid to the Collector of 
Customs of the port to which such pas­ 
senger shall come, or if there ha no such 
Collector at such port, then to the Collector 
of Customs nearest thereto, by the master, 
owner, agent or consignee of every such 
vessel, within twenty-four hours after the 
entry thereof into such port. 
The money 
thus collected shall be paid into the United 
States Treasury and shall constitute a fund 
to be called the Immigrant Fund, and shall 
be used under the direction of the Secretary, 
of the Treasury, to defray the expense of 
regulating immigration under this Act, 
and for the care of immigrants arriving in 
the United States, for the relief o f such as 
are iu distress, and for the general pur­ 
poses and expenses of carrying this Act 
into effect. 
The duty imposed by this sec­ 
tion shall be a lien upon the vessels which 
shall bring such passengers into the United 
States, and shall be a debt in favor of the 
United States against the owner or owners 
of such vessels; 
and the payment of such 
duty may be enforced by any legal or 
equitable remedy. 
Section 2. 
Tbat the Secretary of the 
Treasury is hereby charged with the duty 
of executing the provisions of this Act and 
with supervision over the business of im ­ 
migration to the United State3, and for that 
purpose he shall have power to enter into 
contracts with such Stale, commission, 
board or officer as may be designated for 
that purpose by the Governor of any State 
to take charge of the local affairs of im m i­ 
gration in the ports within the State, and 
to provide for the support and relief of 
such immigrants therein landing as may 
fall into distress or need public aid, under 
the rules and regulations to he prescribed 
by said Secretary ; and it shall be the duty 
of such State, commission, board, or officers 
so designated to exam ine into the condi­ 
tion of passengers arriving at the ports 
wilbin such State in any ship or vessel,

or vessel; and it on such examination there 
shall be found among such passengers any 
adult person not a citizen of the United 
States, and not provided with a certificate 
from the United States Consul for the dis­ 
trict of his residence and from which he 
proposes to emigrate, setting forth, sub­ 
stantially, that the said Consul is satisfied 
upon diligent inquiry that he is a suitable 
and desirable person for residence and citi­ 
zenship in the United States, they shall re 
port the same in writing to the Collector of 
such port, and such persons sh all not be 
permitted to land. 
Section 3. That the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall establish such regulations 
and rules, and issue from tim e to tim e such 
instructions, not inconsistent with law, as 
he shall deem best calculated to protect the 
United States and immigrants into the 
United States from fraud and loss, and for 
the carrying out of the provisions of this 
Act and the immigration laws of the 
United States; and he shall prescribe all 
forms of bonds, entries and other papers to 
be used under and in the enforcement of 
the various provisions of this Act, except­ 
ing such rules, regulations, forms and in­ 
structions to United States Consuls as are 
hereinafter provided to be prescribed and 
issued by the Secretary of State. 
Section 4. That the Secretary c f State 
shall establish such rules and regulations, 
and issue from tim e to tim e such instruc­ 
tion to Consuls of the United States, not 
inconsistent with law or with treaty obliga­ 
tions. as shall enable well-disposed and 
worthy persons who desire to become resi­ 
dents or citizens of the United States to ob­ 
tain certificates of character and fitness 
therefor from the Consul of the district in 
which they reside, without hardship or un­ 
reasonable delay, which certificate shall 
contain, in addition to other specifications 
required by this Act, or which may be pre­ 
scribed by the Secretary of State, the full 
name of the individual receiving the same, 
the place of birth, age, occ 
lation. last 
legal residence, physical mark. a¡- peculiar­ 
ities, and all facts necessary for the identi­ 
fication of such individual; but no certifi­ 
cate shall be granted to any convict, except 
those convicted of political offense*, nor to 
any lunatic, idiot, or any person unable to 
take care of him self or herself without be­ 
com ing a public charge, nor to an / Anarch­ 
ist. Nihilist, or any person hostile to the 
principles ot the Constitution or form of 
Government of the United States, nor to 
any believer or professed believer in the 
Mormon religion who fails to satisfy the 
Consul, upon examination, that he or she 
intends to and will conform to and obey 
the laws of the United States, nor to anv 
person included in the prohibition in the 
Act to prohibit the importation and im m i­ 
gration of foreigners and aliens under con­ 
tract or agreement to perform labor in the 
United States, the Territories and the D is­ 
trict of Columbia, approved February 26, 
1S85, or in Acts amendatory to said Acts. 
Section 5. That the Secretary of the 
Treasury may designate the State Board of 
Cnaritie.s of any State in which such Board 
shad exist by law. or any commission in 
any State, whose duty it shall be to execute 
the provisions of this section without com­ 
pensation. 
That the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall prescribe regulations for the 
return of persons not permitted to land to 
the country whence they came, and shall 
furnish instructions to the board, com m is­ 
sion or person charged with the execution 
of the provisions of this section, as to the 
modevif procedure in respect thereto, and 
may change such instructions from time to 
tim e. 
The expense of such return ot the 
aforesaid persons not permitted to land 
shall he borne by the owners of the vessels 
in which they came. 
Section 6. That the master of any vessel 
who shall knowingly bring within the 
United States on such vessel, and land or 
attempt to land, or permit to be landed 
from any foreign port or place, any adult 
person not a citizen of the United States, 
who has not been granted the Consular cer­ 
tificate described in tbis Act, shall 
be 
deemed guilty of misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof snail be punished by a 
fine of not more than $500 for each and 
every such person so brought, and may also 
be imprisoned tor a term not exceeding one 
year. 
Section 7. That any person who shall 
knowingly and falsely alter or substitute 
any name for tbe name written in such cer­ 
tificate or forge any such certificate, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor; and 
upon conviction thereof shall be fined in a 
sum not exceeding $1,000, and imprisoned 
in a penitentiary for a term of not more 
than five years. 
Section 8. That no person not a citizen ot 
the United States shall be permitted to en­ 
ter the United Stales by land without pro­ 
ducing to the proper officer of customs the 
certificate in this Act required of persons 
not citizens of the United States seeking to 
land from a vessel. 
A ny person found un- 
awfully within the United States shall be 
caused to be removed tl,erefror_-. to the 
country from whence they came, by direc­ 
tion of the President of the United States, 
and at the cost of the United States, after 
being brought before some Justice. Judge or 
Commissioner of a Court of the United 
States and found to be one not entitled to 
be or remain in the United States. 
Section 9. This A ct shall not apply to 
diplomatic and other officers of a foreign 
Government, whose credentials shall be 
taken as equivalent to the certificate de­ 
scribed in this Act, and shall exempt them 
and their body and household servants
